Delirious Pilot, Rescued, Tells Tragic Tale of Hardship 


On Atlantic; Rescue of Lone Survivor Comes 


As Miracle After Privation 


(By the Associated Press) 


MIAMI, Pla.—Two of the wom- 


en passengers 
of the flying boat 


Miss Miami which left here Wed- 
nesday for the Island of Bimini and 
was forced down in the open sea by 
a broken propeller, died of expo- 
sure and two other .passengers craz- 
ed by exposure, jumped overboard 
into the sea, according to the story 
told by Robert Moore, pilot of the 
craft, "to members of the crew of 
the steamer' which picked him up 
last night from the wrecked hull of 
the boat. 


The fifth passenger, a man whose 


name as well as those of the oth- 
ers, Moore could not give, slipped 
quie'Jy into the sea early yester-- 
day after having become exhausted 
from clinging to the craft. • - 


Passengers aboard the Miss Mi- 


ami when she left here were Mr. 
and Mrs. Sugust Bulte, and Mr. and 
Mrs. .Lawrence 
Smith of Kansas 


-City and Mrs. J. S. Dickson' of 
Memphis.

tal. It is feared the exposure will 
result in his death.

the pilot and he dropped their bod- 
ies into the water. 


This left only Pilot Moore ant 


August Bulte, vice president of the 
Larabee Flour Mills Cor^n of Kan- 
sas City, who took turns manning 
the pump. Friday 
morning they 


were so exhausted they 
could no 


longer man the pump. About this 
time a huge wave came along anc 
overturned the flier. 


Bulte and Moore scrambled over 


the side of the board and Moore 
•fastened a rope around himself to 
support him in case he became un- 
conscious. Standing on -his feet he 
waved a white handkerchief. After 
.praying for help Bulte, realizing 
his condition and that death was 
not far away, took a roll of money 
containing $2,000 from his pocke1 
and handed to Moore saying: 


"You 
are a younger man and may 


be able to come through but I can- 
not hold out any. longer." Then he 
too, 
dropped to -his grave beneath 


the-waters .-of the-Atlantic.

European Fashions Prevail 


Chuang Lochaya Tells International Club Of Tradi- 


tions; Armed Revolt In India Feared By Mohindra 


Badahur; Second Speaker At Meeting 


"Are you kidding?" they ask- the 


tan-skinned young foreigner when 
he tells that he's not a Filippino, 
not a Chinese, nor a Japanese, but 
that h'e comes from Siam, a country 
inhabited by a people composed of 
Chinese, Malaian, and, Hindu ele- 
ments, 


Chuang Lochaya, the Siamese 


student, last night spoke before the 
International Club "at Lathrop hall. 


"Our country is more "westerniz- 


ed than Americans usually relize. 
We wear European clothes although 
with us fashion does not change as 
often as it does here and in Europe. 
Our ladies also wear their skirts 
longer than yours do. In the north 
of Siam the girls were their hair 
short, too, because of an old tra- 
dition dating back to times when 
they had to help the men fight and 
defend the country. 
"Eahma YI is pur present king. 


He received 'his education partly in 
Europe; when the war broke out he 
declared.,in 1915. Siam's participa- 
tion in it .Siamese troops fought on 
the side of the Allies. 


"American and English business- 


men chiefly, trade in Siam. Our coun- 
try is so rich that we only consume a 
third of our production. We have 


vast gold mines. In our administra- 
tion and industrial progress we are 
being advised by foreigners, Amer- 
icans included." 


Mohindra Bahadur, student from 


India, spoke on his country. Baha- 
dur, though not entirely agreeing 
with Gandhi, the, leader of the In- 
dian non-resistance movement, told 
of Ghandi, the man and the politi- 
cian. 


"Ghandi abhors violence. When 


his people rioted' in a part of the 
country he refused to eat until they 
would stop their revolt; he fasted 
for four days, and as the people 
love him they gave up the revolt," 
Bahadur related. 


"The non-resistance movement in 


India aims to get for the country 
the home-rule which it was prom- 
ised-during: the war by Great Brit- 
ain, not through revolution as in 
Ireland,-'but .through non-coopera- 
tion. Ghandi's spiritual 
influence 


is tremendous, particularly since he 
succeeded to unite the Mohamme- 
dans a'nd-'the Hindoos of India.'' 


Bahadur fears that armed revolt 


may follow the non-resistance move- 
ment. 


After hearing the two speakers 


from Asia, the Inter-national Club 
entertained guests at a dance.

"CANCEL ALLIED WAR DEBTS," URGES 


SUPREME COURT JUSTICE 


P 


ROMPT and complete cancellation of the 


allied war 'debt to the United States, to- 


talling $9,500,000,000, 
is urged 'by Associate 


Justice John H. Clarke of the United States su- 
preme court. 


This should be done, Justice Clarke recently 


asserted, in the interest of hard, cold business 
policy, as well as a matter of friendship for and 
justice towards the nations "which risked Bll 
with us and sacrificed much more than".we did 
in support of the great common cause." 


Two main arguments were 


advanced by Justice Clarke 
in favor of this action. The 
first was that .unless the 
debst 
are 
cancelled 
the 


United 
States 
never 
can 


hope for payment except in 
goods. If the debts are paid 
in goods it would mean the 
stagnation and wreckage of 
American business, he de- 
clared. 


Th« othor was that if 


America does not cance.1 the 
loans it never will be abl« 
rJOKK Ci-ARK. 


to convince these now friendly nations that the 
United States bore its fair share of the burden 
of war, and that if the process of'colleetion^gyes 
forward this conviction wi}l deepen''In to; aver- 
sion and enmity' on the part of'^every- one- of 
these most important nations of the world. 


These-debts, Mr. Clarke pointed out, had been 


increased to $11,000,000,000 by-accrued interest. 
He spoke scornfully of "100 per cent American- 
ism" and "red 
blooded" Americanism "that 


would counsel us to stand on-' the'.-letter of our 
bond when dealing with our war-weary, heavy- 
laden and prostrate friends."' 


'.'In 1870 Germany laid the then unprecedent- 


ed war indemnity of 5,000,000,000 of francs up- 
on defeated France, but if we collect these loans 
the hand that we, her friend, will lay on France, 
the victorious, will be three-fold heavier than 
the hand of Bismarck," he asserted. "I do not 
like. to. see my country the party to such an 
enterprise." 


"If we had not gone to their relief, the allies 


must soon, have been defeated,.and our,country 
would have been obliged to'1 submit'"to the Ger- 
man yoke or to fight alone against great, vic- 
torious German armies, bent on world domina- 
tion and commanded by the most experienced 
generals in the world. 


.."The cost of such a war would have been im- 


.measurably greater than the war as we fought 
it to a conclusion with the aid of 6,500,000 of 
allied veteran soldiers. Our losses in men were 
less than one to^fifty lost by the allies, and their 
loss in money, even if we should cancel the 
loans, would be four times as great as ours. 


"The money loaned by us was used to pur- 


chase cannon and guns, ammunition, clothing 
and food with which their soldiers were main- 
tained on the battle line, for our own defense 
as much as theirs, during the' year necessary 
for us to train, equip and transport to France 
the army that proved decisive in the war. 


"When the 'war ended and victory came we 


proudly proclaimed that wo would not accept 
a dollar of indemnity from the enemy. What, 
in the judgment of a candid world, will now be 
.thought of ua if we insist upon collecting trib- 
ute from our friends which will impose taxa- 
tion upon them so crushing as to be equivalent 
to enslavement for a generation? It would be 
to proclaim to the world "that it is better to 
have America for an enemy than'a friend." .
